Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Labib et 
al. (US Patent 5,391,959). 

Re claims 1 and 3: Labib et al. discloses a low-pressure mercury vapor discharge 
lamp comprising: a discharge vessel which is closed in a gaslight manner and which 
encloses a discharge space, which discharge vessel has a wall of glass containing 
alkali ions with an inner surface (figure 1 , 1 0); a filling, which comprises an inert gas and 
mercury, in the discharge vessel (columns 3, lines 1+), and means for maintaining an 
electric discharge in the discharge vessel (figure 1 , 1 2 and 14), the inner surface of the 
discharge vessel having a coating which counteracts transport of mercury from the 
filling to the wall of the discharge vessel and of alkali ions from the wall of the discharge 
vessel to the filling (figure 1,16) characterized in that the inner surface is coated with a 
film which comprises at least a compound selected from yttriumoxyfluoride and 
yttriumtifluoride (column 3, lines 9+) 

Re claim 2: Labib et al. discloses the wall with a coating comprising a 
luminescent material (figure 1, 16 and column 2, line 61). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

• US Patent 5,905,333: fails to discloses the use of yttrumoxyfluroide and 
yttriumtrifluoride within the coating.
